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‘Cooking with gas’’ may be mod- 
ern but the expression itself has been 
around for years as this early 1900s 
photograph testifies. Made at the half- 
way mark of Atlanta Gas Light Com- 
pany’s first century of service, it shows 
a meter wagon and two employees. 
The company’s present 400-vehicle 
fleet of transportation is an indication 
of the growth from one customer to 
over 300,000 today. 


Happy Birthday, 


One hundred years of service, be- 
ginning with one customer, has seen 
The Atlantic Gas Light Company grow 
into Georgia’s oldest continuously op- 
erated corporation in Atlanta and now 
serves some 300,000 customers in 50 
communities. 

In 1855, William Helme came to At- 
lanta from Philadelphia to propose the 
erection of a gas plant. After several 
meetings with the city council, an ordi- 
nance was passed empowering the

mayor to close a contract with Helme. 
On Christmas Day, 1855, fifty gas 
street lights were lighted, bringing At- 
lanta its first gas service, from a gas 
works capable of producing 20,000 cu 
ft of gas every 24 hours. 

The following year, on February 15, 
1856, the Atlanta Gas Light charter 
was incorporated by act of the Georgia 
Legislature, making it Atlanta’s first 
public utility. The growth of the com- 
pany was rapid and its affairs pros- 





pered even during the first years of the 
War Between the States. 

Sherman’s army began to bombard 
Atlanta in 1864 and the plant was de- 
stroyed, but in 1866 gas service was 
restored and again the growth of the 
company was steady. 

In 1881, the company introduced 
the use of gas for cooking and a special 
range was installed in gas piped homes 
A cooking rate of $2 per 1000 cu ft 
was made effective. 

Prior to 1884, Atlanta Gas Light 
was the only gas company in Atlanta 
In that year, however, the United Gas 
Improvement Company established in 
Atlanta a company for the distribution 
and sale of “water gas”, in contrast to 
the coal gas distributed by Atlanta Gas 
Light. 

There followed — for two years — 
a bitter, wordy, and disastrous rate 
war, in which the newspapers and 
many citizens took part. The new com- 
pany finally reduced the price of its gas 
to 50 cents per mcf. This was too muct 
for both companies and resulted, i 
1886, in the consolidation involving 
the absorption of the new company by 
the old company under the origina 
charter of the Atlanta Gas Light Com 
pany, with the control of the compan 
passing to the UGI Company. 

About this time the City of Atlant 
experienced a rapid growth and 
period of prosperity that taxed th

Between 1902 and 1927, the owner- 


ship of the company changed hands 
several times but continued operations 
under the original charter. In 1927, in 
anticipation of the coming of natural 
gas, the company again changed own- 
ership and became affiliated with a 
group of other gas properties in Geor- 
gia under the same ownership. This 
group was in turn tied in with other 
properties in the Southwest similarly 
owned. 

With the bringing in of natural gas 
in 1930, gas for home heating came 
into general use in the city. The com- 
mercial establishments and industries 
in and around Atlanta also quickly 
made wide use of natural gas, to effect 
greater efficiencies and economies in 
operation. 

The control of the company passed 
to Consolidated Electric and Gas Com- 
pany in 1932 under a plan for reorgani- 
zation of Central Public Service Cor- 
poration and its subsidiaries. 

In 1937 Atlanta Gas Light purchased 
the natural gas distribution systems of 
Georgia Natural Gas Corporation, an 
affiliate. 

The properties of the Macon Gas 
Company and Georgia Public Utilities 
Company, both affiliates, were acquired 
by merger in 1941.

Gas Appliances Expected 
To Hit New Sales Peak 

Manufacturers’ shipments of gas 
ranges, water heaters and central heat- 
ing equipment will probably pass the 
7,000,000-unit mark this year for the 
first time in the industry’s history, ac- 
cording to a survey conducted by the 
Gas Appliance Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. 

Manufacturers’ optimism is based on 
a number of significant factors: 

1. The gas pipe line system will 
pass the 500,000-mile mark by the end 
of the year. 

2. New pipe line and related con- 
struction will involve the expenditure 
of $1,205,000,000 in 1956, and a total 
of $4.3 billion for the four years 1955 
through 1958. 

3. Gas utility companies will add 
about a million new customers to their 
lines during the year, and the use of LP- 
Gas (bottled and tank-type butane and 
propane) will continue to increase in 
areas beyond utility mains. 

4. Although there may be fewer 
new home starts than in 1955, this will 
be compensated for by emphasis on 
home improvements and moderniza- 
tion.

FPC REPORT 





. W. PHILLIPS GAS AND OII 
COMPANY of Butler, Pennsylvania. 
has been exempted from registration 
under the Natural Gas Act under terms 
of the Hinshaw Admendment. The 
Pennsylvania company is the 82nd to 
be exempted. 


OPERATING REVENUES of natu- 
ral gas pipe line companies for the year 
ending December, 1955, as reported to 
the FPC, showed an increase of 17.8 
per cent over the same period of 1954. 
Gas sales to other utilities for resale 
were up 9.8 per cent and 6.6 per cent 
in sales to ultimate customers. Net util- 
ity plant increased 7.6 per cent and 
utility operating income for the 12- 
month period was up 20.6 per cent 
over 1954. Net income showed an in- 
crease of 29 per cent. Taxes charged 
to operations by pipe line companies 
were up 28.3 per cent over 1954. 


GULF INTERSTATE GAS COM- 
PANY plans to increase its system ca- 
pacity by 26,000,000 cu ft per day. 
The company has applied for permis- 
sion to add a total of 8000 horsepower 
in compressor capacity at four existing 
stations at an estimated cost of
